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THE AUTHOR’S PREFACE. 


Tue great utility of a knowledge of the Irish language to those who wish to give a satisfactory 
account of the vernacular dialects and antiquities of most nations in Europe, has been confessed 
by Lhuyd, Bullet, Leibnitz, and other learned foreigners; and its absolute necessity to all who 
are desirous of becoming intimately acquainted with the emigrations, history, laws, manners, 
customs, religion, and learning of the early inhabitants of Ireland, is so obvious as to preclude 
the necessity of impressing it on the mind by any species of argument. To strangers it is there- 
fore interesting; but to the natives of Ireland, the preservation of this beautiful and expressive 
lp.nguage should be of the utmost importance. In the several hundreds of ancient Irish manu- 
scripts which still survive the erosive tooth of time, or the devastating hands of barbarous 
invaders, are to be found the venerable memorials of the piety, learning, wisdom, valour, and ~ 
achievements of our ancestors. In the compositions of our Senachies, in our annals, and other 
_ historical documents, the migrations, contentions, settlements, and domestic polity of the primitive 
inhabitants of the country, are related with at least as much fidelity, and deserving of as much 
credit, as the early records of any other nation. In our laws will be seen strong proofs of the 
civilization of our forefathers: in them provision is made for the protection of property, the 
reward of virtue and merit, the prevention of crime, and the punishment of vice. In our medical 
books it will be found that our physicians had as much knowledge of the human frame, and as 
much skill in the treatment of discase, as the physicians of any other nation at the same period. 
And in the works of our bards may be discovered the grandest and most pathetic descriptions, 
the most sublime flights of fancy, and the most romantic tales of luxuriant imagination, displayed 
in elegant and appropriate language. These, however, for a number of years have been a locked- 
up treasure to all who have not made Irish MSS. a particular study; and even to the studious, 
much labour and difficulty have occurred before a knowledge of them could be obtained, owing 
to the want of a Dictionary, to explain the meanings of the many thousands of words to be found 
in them, that no longer exist in the living language of the country. 

- That a great portion of our language should be nearly forgotten at the present day, will not be 
much wondered at, when it is considered, that for some hundreds of years it had been the policy 


af government to use every means in their power to eradicate our language, and to deprive our 
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people of every opportunity to obtain education. For this absurd purpose our books were de- 
stroyed, acts of parliament passed, schoolmasters persecuted, and where laws or severity were 
found ineffectual, recourse was had to ridicule, to shame the people out of the most energetic, and, 
as Sir W. Temple has since described it, the most original and unmixed language now remaining 
in Europe. But even ridicule, that powerful engine over weak minds, has failed in producing 
the desired effect; and the Irish language still exists a living memorial of the refinement to which 
our ancestors had attained, and of the encouragement given by them to learning and learned 
men. This silly policy is at length laid aside; the reign of prejudice has expired, and is in a 
great measure succeeded by candid inquiry and rational investigation. 

To elucidate our antiquities and bring fairly before the public the claims of ancient Ireland to 
a literary character, superior to that of neighbouring nations, the pens of some highly talented 
geniuses have of late years been employed. Amongst those to whom Ireland is indebted for the 
rescuing of her history and language from obscurity, the Earl of Ross, and the late General 
Vallancy, hold the most distinguished places. By the labours of these gentlemen, and others 
skilled in our ancient tongue, the Irish language is proved to be nearly the same as the Pheenician, 
and many lights have been thrown upon the early periods of our history. 

Independently of the claims which this language has upon the general scholar for consideration, 
and upon the descendants of the aborigines for protection, it merits the attention of the divine, the 
lawyer, the physician, and of all those who have to converse with the people, whose living and 
only language it is. It is the only medium through which instruction can be conveyed to at least 
four-fifths of the people of Ireland. The divine, therefore, who neglects this language, should 
consider how far he is competent to discharge the duty he owes to those souls committed to his 
care. The great utility of this language to the lawyer is proved frequently in the year. In 
every county, at every sessions, trials occur in which prisoners or witnesses can be heard only 
through the medium of an interpreter, probably but ill qualified for such an office, and who, by 
the mistake of a single word in the evidence, may cause the acquittal of a murderer, or the 
murder of an innocent. The consideration of a possibility of such an occurrence has caused Sir 
W.C. Smith, Bart., one of the Barons of the Exchequer, to study the Irish language, in which 
he has made ‘great progress, and set a praiseworthy example to other gentlemen of the bar. 
To the physician several cases must have occurred where his scientific skill was baffled by his 
ignorance of the language in which only his patient could clearly point out the nature of his 
complaint. And every person who has dealings in the country, has daily proofs of the incon- 
venience arising from a want of the language of the people with whom he has to converse. 

To remove the impediments which heretofore stood in the way of learning our language, I 
have compiled the work now offered to the public, and have spared neither labour nor expense 
in making it as perfect as I could, though with very small encouragement given by my country- 
men. Indeed in the articles of pecuniary or literary aid, I have but few obligations to confess, 
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price of a single copy, I have none to name but the Harl of Charlemont, Baron Smith, the Rev. 
E. O'Reilly, principal of the Academy at Navan,,and Sir W. Betham, King at Arms. Of 
literary assistance towards completing my Dictionary, I have none to acknowledge to the living, 
except to my invaluable friend, the Rev. M. P. Kinsela, late chaplain to the nunnery at Harold's 
Cross, and now retired to a convent of his order in Spain. He kindly pointed out to me the 
most of the Hebrew words which are found to agree with the Irish in the course of my book, 
But if my acknowledgments to the living be few, I am ready to confess my obligations to the 
dead. My collection of words from ancient glossaries, vocabularies, and other documents, is 
copious, and several hundreds of those words which I have added to the collections published in 
the Dictionaries of my predecessors, were collected, with a view to publication, by the late Mr. 
Willam Haliday, junior, of Arran Quay. That young gentleman, after acquiring a knowledge 
of the ancient and modern languages usually taught in schools, enriched his mind with the acquisi- 
tion of several of the Eastern languages, and made himself so perfect a master of the lancuage 
of his native country, that he was enabled to publish a Grammar of it in Dublin, in the year 
1808, under the fictitious signature of E. O’C., and would have published a Dictionary of the same 
language, if death had not put a stop to his career at the early age of twenty-three. To the liberality 
of Doctor Elrington, the present Provost, and to the Fellows of Trinity College, who gave me 
the privilege of their library, I am indebted for a great number of words to be found in the body 
of my Dictionary, besides the principal part of the words now in common use, that are to be 
found in my Supplement. These I collected from a large MS. Dictionary in the possession of the 
College, compiled by Teig O’Nachten for publication in the year 1739. When I was making 
my collection, it never occurred to me, that the words daily used in common conversation, and 
familiar to myself, might have been omitted by former compilers; and taking it for granted that 
they were not omitted, I never examined further into the matter, but proceeded with the printing 
of my work, and had nearly finished it before I perceived the omission. As I was desirous to 
make my book as full and perfect as I could, I determined on publishing a Supplement, and to 
insert in it such words from O’Nachten’s Dictionary as had been omitted, and a number of other 
words that I had collected since my beginning to print, and which, of course, could not have 
been inserted in their proper places. Upon every occasion when I found it necessary to consult 
the MSS. in the Library, I have experienced the most obliging attention from the Librarians, the 
Rey. Doctors Barret and Wilson, for which they have my sincere thanks. 

As my work was intended to answer in some degree for a Dictionary of the Scottish Gaelic, 
as well as the Irish, I have retained in it several words from Shaw’s Dictionary, and a number 
of others which I collected from modern Scottish publications. Some of these I have marked 

_ Sh. and Sc., and others that are not so marked will be discovered by their orthography. It is to 
be observed, however, that all those words so marked are not confined to the Scottish dialect; 
many of them I have since found in O’Nachten’s Dictionary, to which Shaw had access, and in 


other modern books, particularly those written by authors of the North of Ireland. ; 
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In the course of the Dictionary some words will be found differently spelled, as Lan, a bird; 
Scrtobhadéir, a writer, etc.; which again occur at Hun and Sgriobhadéir. This is unnecessary to 
those who are acquainted with Irish books, but to learners it cannot fail to be useful. 

Those that are acquainted with the press, will be inclined to excuse a few typographical errors 
which do not materially affect the sense, and of which description are, I hope, the most of the 
errors to be found uncorrected in my work. If it shall be found that I have omitted much, let 
it be remembered that I have added a great deal; and if my work is not so full or perfect as was 
expected, still it contains upwards of twenty-thousand words more than are contained in former 
Trish lexicons, and consequently so much the nearer to perfection. 

In what I have done, my principal design was to render a service to my country, by giving 
facility to the study of our primeval history, and to the learning of a language, venerable for its 


antiquity, necessary to the philologer of every nation, and dear to every genuine Irishman. 
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REMARKS ON THE LETTER A. 


BY THE RIGHT REV. DOCTOR O’BRIEN, R. C. BISHOP OF CLOYNE. 


THE letter A is the first in the alphabets of almost all languages, though ancient historians inform us, as O’Flaherty, 
upon the authority of the book of Lecan, observes, that the old Irish, like the /Ethiopians or Abyssines, began their 
alphabet with the letter B, and therefore the Irish called it Beath-luis-nion, from its three first letters, B, L, N. However, 
in imitation of other learned languages, and particularly the Latin, whose alphabet was first introduced into Ireland by the 
first missionaries of the Christian religion, the modern Irish thought proper to begin their alphabet with A. This letter 
is one of the five vowels (called cwig guthaidhe in Irish), and is pronounced broad like aw in English. It is distinguished 
by the appellative of Ailm, which seems to signify, strictly and properly, the palm-tree, called palma nobilis, and therefore 
deserves precedency ; although Mr. O’Flaherty, notwithstanding the affinity of the words Ai/m and Palma, interprets it 
the Jir-tree, Lat. abies. It is not unlike the Hebrew Aleph, and the Chaldean and Greek Alpha. By our grammarians it 
is ranked among the leathan-guthaidhe, or broad vowels; and in our old MSS. we find a, 0, and w, written indifferently one 
for the other, as in agas, ocas, ogus. And, as also in deur, deor, deur, a tear, etc. Thus among the Holians we find O 
written for A, as strotos for stratos, an army, ono for ano, meaning over or above, and the Latins have imitated them, 
oe domo, from the Greek damo, to tame, or subdue; as also Fovius for Fabius, according to Festus, and forreus for 

arr eus. 

A was sometimes written for the ea of the moderns, as dagh for deagh, good, etc. It begins all those diphthongs, which in 
Irish are called na ceithre hamharchoill, or the four aphthongs, viz, ao, aoi, ai, ae. Note that ao (which is a modern 
aphthong, as is the modern triphthong aoi, and is substituted instead of ae and oe, used by our old writers) is pronounced 
broad like € long, or the Latin «, in the words saoghal, an age, Lat. seeculum, and aos, age, Lat. etas. The triphthong aoi, 
is pronounced like ee in the English words been, keen, etc., but more nearly like wi in the Irish, for which it has been sub- 
stitute,d by the moderns. It is an inflection of ao, and formed directly from it, as from maol, bald, comes maoil, and 
maoule bald and baldness; saor, daor, produce also saoir, daoir, etc., so that the Irish triphthong in general is formed by 
adding anz to the diphthong, and thus serves to express the genitive case and other inflections of the same word, as aot from 
ao; e0t from eo ; tat from za ; iui from iu; and wat from ua. Analogous to the genius of the Irish language in this manner 
of inflec ting the diphthongs into triphthongs, it is observable in the Ionic inflections of nouns, that they frequently use ovo 
for ou in the genitive case; and nothing more common in the Greek language than a vowel extraordinary, and sometimes 
two, added in the beginning, middle, or end of words, that they may sound the sweeter, or that the verse may flow the 
more poMpous and musical. Thus, for one example amongst many, the Pheenician tribe who are called Gephyrei in the 
Latin edition of Herodotus, are written Gephyraioi in his Greek original, 1. 5. c. 57, 58. So that, if we would compare both 
languages together, we should find a much greater number of such inflections and variations in the Greek than in the Irish. 
And they are the less puzzling in the latter, as the three vowels are all pronounced with one breath and in one syllable, 
and as n0 yowel but the z is added to the diphthong to form the triphthong. 

But this singularity seems peculiar to the Irish language, that no two or three vowels joined to each other in the same word, 
can form two different syllables. For which reason our bards or versificators, who frequently wanted to stretch out words 
by multiplying their syllables according to the exigency of their rhymes, devised the method of throwing in between the 
two vowels an adventitious consonant (generally ad or g, aspirated by /), in order to stretch and divide the two vowels 
into two different syllables. And as this consonant was quite foreign to the natural frame of the word, so it entirely cor- 
rupted and disguised its radical formation and structure. It must be confessed, this method has the sanction of a 
respectable antiquity, and is countenanced by examples, if not precedents, not only in the Welsh or old British language 
but even in the Greek, wherein the Holic digamma (which is the V consonant, and was pronounced by the Aolics, as it 
is still by the Germans, like /’), was inserted when two vowels met together. For example, the Jaones was pronounced 
Javones, or rather Jafones, and Jaon changed it into Javon, etc., vid. Stillingfleet, Origin, p. 560, Thus also an 
adventitious d is inserted between two vowels in many Latin words, both to distinguish the syllables and prevent a hiatus, 
particularly in compounds whose first part consists of the iterative particle re, while the following part begins with a vowel, 
as in the words redarguo, redeo, redigo, redimo, redintegratio, etc. But certain it is, notwithstanding these examples or 
precedents, that this rule, together with another devised in like manner by our bards or rhymers, I mean that which is 
called caol le caol, agus leathan le leathan, have been woefully destructive to the original and radical purity of the Irish 
language. This latter rule (much of a more modern invention than the former, for our old MSS. show no regard to it) 
imports and prescribes that the two vowels thus forming, or contributing to form in two different syllables by the interposition 
of a consonant, whether such a consonant be adventitious to, or originally inseparable from the radical formation of the 
word, should both be of the same denomination or class of either broad or small yowels; and this without any regard to the 
primitive elementary structure of the word. So that if the vowel preceding the consonant should orig nally happen to be 
of the class of broad vowels, a, 0, u, while the vowel following the same consonant should be of the class of small vowels, e, % 
or vice versa; in that case the vowel preceding the consonant being of a different class frcm that which follows it, must 
either be struck out entirely to make room for a vowel of the same class with the following (for it is the vowel following 
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the consonant that commands the change in the preceding, without being subjected to any in itself), or else another 
adventitious vowel must be placed after it of the same class with the subsequent. eat 

I shall instance only in two words amongst many others, both to illustrate those two rules by way of exemplification, and to 
show how prejudicial they naturally must have been to the primitive purity of the Irish language, by changing, corrupting, 
and metamorphosing a great number of its words from their original and radical structure. T shall first exemplify in the 
Irish word Gall, a Gaul, plural Gaill, Gauls ; which are the Celtic words upon which the Latin words Gallus, Galh, have 
been formed. Nothing more evident from the most ancient monuments of the Irish nation, than that the national name of 
the first Celts who came to Ireland (whether they arrived there immediately from Gaul, or rather after remaining for some 
tract of time in the greater British Isle, as Mr. Lhuyd gives good grounds to think), was Gall in the singular, and Gail in 
the plural; and that their language was called Galic, or Gailic, though it is equally certain this same national name of Gall, 
and Gaill, in the plural, was afterwards applied by the old natives to other colonies that followed these primitive Celts into 
that island from different parts of the Continent, and even to the English adventurers, whom they called Clanna Gall, as 
well as Sagsanaic; which must have proceeded both from their having forgot their own origin on account of the change in 
their national name from Gaill into Gaidhil, etc., and also from the knowledge they traditionally preserved of the Gaulish 
nation, of its great extent, as well as of its vicinity with the British Isles; all which circumstances occasioned that the 
generality of the old Irish Celts and Celtiberians, who probably were the first planters of Ireland, imagined that the strangers 
who came amongst them from time to time, whether immediately from Britain or otherwise, must have originally proceeded 
from Gaul. Now the Irish bards or rhymers wanting to stretch out this monosyllable Gaul into two syllables to serve the 
exigency of their verses and rhythmical measures, have first formed it into Gazdhill, eroonly to the former of the two 
rules now mentioned, and when the second rule caol le caol, etc., took place, it required that an J or an / should be thrown 
in before the consonant D, by which means it turned out Gaidhill or Gaedhil, instead of its original simple formation Gavll. 
So likewise the word Galic or Gatlic, meaning the Celtibernian language was changed into Gaidhilic or Gaedhilic, genit. 
Gaedhilice or Gaedhilge, from which last spelling it has been changed by our modern grammarians into Gaodhailie, genit. 
Gaodhailge, by the unnatural substitution of ao, instead of @, or @, of the ancients, absolutely ordering that we should pro- 
nounce their ao just as we do oe in the Latin word Calum. ‘ “ 

Guidhil, another writing of the same word, meaning the Irish people, and Guidhilic, their language, are found in some Irish 
manuscripts of good antiquity, from which the moderns, by abusively substituting aoz, instead of w, though carrying another 
sound, have turned their words into Gaoidhil and Gaodhilic, genit.: Gaoidhilge, which is the Gothic and uncouth shape, in 
which, to conform with the modern orthography, I must let it stand in the frontispiece of my Dictionary. I have just hinted 
that Guidhil and G'uidhilic is not to be counted a modern manner of writing these words; which truth is confirmed by 
Welsh manuscripts of respectable antiquity, wherein the Irish are called Guydhtl, and sometimes Guydilod, and their lan-~ 
guage Guidhilec. Apropos to this writing of the Welsh, I cannot but observe, by the bye, that it hence appears this old 
nation must have always judged the primitive Irish and the Gauls to be originally one and the same people, inasmuch as we 
find in Mr. Lhuyd’s Archeologia (Comparat. Etymol., pag. 23. col. 3) that the Welsh or old Britons interpreted in their 
language the Latin word Gallus or G'allicus by Guydhileg, a word which is plainly and literally of the same formation of 
those whereby they distinguish the Irish people and their language. Before I have done with the words Galland Galic , 
Gailic, or Gaelic, I think it pertinent to remark, that notwithstanding the complex and inform shape of the words Gaidhzl, 
Gaedhil, Gaoidhil, and Gaidhilic, Gaedhilic, and Gaoidhilic, into which they have been changed, yet the originals from 
which they were derived are still preserved in their primitive simplicity by the very formation of these latter words, which 
is very nearly the same as that of the former, inasmuch as the adventitious letters dA are not pronounced, and serve only to 
distinguish the syllables: which shows that this was the only purpose they were first thrown in for. We should not in the 
mean time forget that it is to this change made in the words Gavl and (ralic, doubtless by our heathenish bards, who in~ 
serted the letter d, that we owe the important discovery, necessarily reserved to their successors who embraced Christianity, 
of those illustrious personages Gadel and G'adelus; the former an usher under that royal school-master, Pheniusa Farsa, 
King of Scythia, in his famous school on the plain of Sennaar, where this Gadel invented the Irish alphabet, and the 
Gadelian language, so called, as it is pretended, from his name; and the latter a grandson of that king by his son Miull, 
married to Scota, daughter of Pharaoh Cingris, as our bards call him, instead of Cinchres, king of Egypt, under whose 
reign they tell us Moses and our Gadelus were cotemporaries and great friends, and from this Gadelus our learned bards 
gravely assureus that the Irish derive their name of Gadelians, who, they tell us, were also called Scots, from his wife the 
Egyptian princess Scota. This discovery I have said was necessarily reserved to our Christian bards, as their heathenish 
predecessors most certainly could have no notion of the plain of Sennaar, of Pharaoh, or of Moses; objects not to be known 
but from the holy Scriptures, or some writings derived from them, such as those of Josephus, Philo, etc., never known to 
the Irish bards before Christianity. I have remarked in another work, not as yet published, that our Christian bards did 
not lose much time in availing themselves of the sacred history to frame this story, inasmuch as we find it word for word in 
the scholiast on the life of St. Patrick by Fiach, bishop of Sleipte, one of that saint’s earliest disciples; which scholiast the 
learned and judicious Colgan places towards the end of the sixth century. This date is much earlier than that of the 
manuscript called Leabhar Gabhala, or the’ Book of Conquests, wherein our story now mentioned is embellished with further 
circumstances. 

The other word I mean to produce as a remarkable example and proof of the alteration of the primitive and radical frame 
of many words of the Irish language, caused by the above described rules and other innovations of our modern copists and 
rhymers, as well as by the corruption proceeding from vulgar pronunciation, to which indeed all languages have been sub- 
ject (even the Latin, witness the words nudiustertius, pridié, postridie, etc), the word, I say, I mean to exemplify in, is 
Bliadhain or Bhaghain, a year, Lat. annus. The original formation or construction of this word was, Bel-ain, or Béal-ain, 
i.e., the circle of Belus or of the Sun. Azn or ainn in Irish, signifies a great circle, as its diminutive ainne, vulgarly fainne, 
means a small circle or a ring, vid. ain, ainn, atnne, infra; and Bel or Beal was the Assyrian, Chaldean, or Phoenician name 
of the true God, while the patriarchal religion was generally observed; and very properly, as it signifies Dominus or 
Dominator in Latin, This name was afterwards attributed to the Sun, when those oriental nations generally forgot, or 
willingly swerved from the worship of the true God, and adored that planet as their chief deity. See Gutlerus Origines 
mundi, lib. 1, cap. 9; Schedius de Diis Germ., cap. 7; Tirinus in cap. ii. Osee, v. 16. It is very certain that the primitive 
Irish observed this idolatrous worship of the Sun under the name of Bél or Béal, whatever part of the world they derived it 
from, as appears very manifestly by those religious fires they lighted with great solemnity on May day; a fact which is evi 
dently proved by the very name whereby they distinguished that day, which is still called and known by no other name 
than that of La Béal tine, i.e., the day of the fire of Bel or Belus, This solemnity they celebrated in honour of the Sun, 
under the name of Beal, on this first day of their summer, when the benign influence of that planet begins to restore new life 
to both the animal and vegetable world in most parts of our hemisphere. : i 
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Now this word Bel-ain being changed by the vulgar pronunciation into Ble-ain and Bli-ain, in which position it required the 
insertion of an aspirated d or g, consequently turned out Bliadhain er Bliaghain, according to the former of the two rules 
above explained, and then the latter rule of Leathan Je leathan, to vindicate its right to share in the new creation of this 
word, threw in the vowel a before the adventitious consonant to agree with the subsequent a, so that the original word 
having thus received two adventitious letters besides the aspirate A, is thereby metamorphosed from its original form Bel-ain 
to Bladhaan or Bliaghain, for it admits of both these writings. I shall finish these remarks with observing that the word 
Ain or Ainn (which is the latter part of the compound word Bel-ain, signifying the great circle of Belus i.e., the solar circle 
or annual course of the Sun) is the Celtic original upon which the Latin word Anus was formed; it was afterwards written 
Annus, for Quintilian informs us that the ancients did not double their consonants, Varro assures us that the proper and 
original signification of this word Anus or Annus is a cire or great circle, whose diminutive Anulus or Annulus signifies a 
small circle or ring. His words are nam ut parvi cireuli annuli, sic magni dicebantur anni. But the word annus is now 
exalted to mean solely and properly the solar circle or annual course of the Sun, whilst Anus, its more ancient writing, is 
degraded to signify no more than the circular form of the podex. Vid. Littleton ad voces Anus, Annus, Annulus. Other 
examples, to observe it by the bye, of words of an honourable meaning at first, being afterwards degraded to a dishonourable 


signification, and vice versa, will be found in the following Dictionary at the word Cniocht.

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REMARKS ON THE LETTER B. 


B is the second letter of the Irish alphabet, as well as of most other alphabets; it is the first consonant, and is called a 
labial letter, because the lips are mostly used in the formation of it. In Irish manuscripts of late ages it is written for P, 
both 6 and p being made commutable one with the other, as in the words dubh, black, doibh, to them, bd, it was, they 
write, duph, pa, etc. which is also the case with the Greeks and Latins, for the former write bikros for pikros, amarus; 
and the Latins wrote poplicola and publicola indifferently, and populus and publicus ; also scriptum, and not scribtum, from 
scribo. By putting a tittle or point over this letter in Irish (which is a late invention, being not to be found in any old parch- 
ments), it sounds like the Latin v consonant, as we have no such letter in our alphabet, which is the case of the Greeks, though 
their B or beta is often rendered in Latin by v, as Greek Barrhon, Latin Varro, Greek Birgilios, Latin Virgilius, Greek 
biote, Latin vita, Irish beatha, and when tittled, it sounds veatha, vita. The name of this consonant in irish approaches 
much closer in sound and letters to the Hebrew name of the said letter, than either the Chaldean Betha or the Greek Beta, it 
being in Irish Beith, and in Hebrew Beth. Beth signifies a house in Hebrew, and Goth in Irish isa very common name for an 
open house or tent. It is to be observed that the Irish consonants, 6, ¢, d, g, p, t, by a full point or tittle set over any of 
them, do thereby lose their simple strong sound, and pronounce after the manner of the Hebrew bf, ch, dh, gh, ph, th, which are 
simply and genuinely aspirated; on the other hand, it is to be particularly noticed, that the now-mentioned Hebrew con- 
sonants, by them called Begad-Kephat, memoria causa, by fixing a dagesch or full point in the middle of any of them, 
do thereby also lose their simple aspirate sound, and pronounce strong like the Irish 4, c, d, g, p, t; so that the addition of 

-a full point to any of those Irish consonants, changes it immediately into its. corresponding letter of the Hebrew; and again, 
the addition of a full point to the above mentioned Hebrew consonants, changes them into their corresponding letters of 
the Irish. By this kind of reciprocation between the Irish and Hebrew languages, the antiquity of the Trish er Celtic 
seems to be sufficiently demonstrated: although it must be confessed, that the using a full point in either of the two lan- 
guages is of a late invention, these consonants being naturally wrote down, and the strong or aspirate pronunciation of 
them being left to the judgment of the skilful readers, who, doubtless, wanted no such points to direct them; thus the 
modern Spaniards, who use the 6 and the »v indifferently for each other, pronounce the word biber, to drink, as if it were 
written biver, etc. as did also the ancient Romans, ex. Hic se Bivo omnibus suis benefecet. And bidit for vidit, bixit for 
vixit, beto for veto, boluerit for voluerit, bendere for vendere, etc. Vide Lhuyd. Compar. Etymol., page. 22.

REMARKS ON THE LETTER C. 


This letter obtains the third place in the modern Irish alphabet; as it does in the Latin and other European alphabets. 
Our grammarians distinguish it by the name of Coll, which is the hazel-tree in Irish; Lat. Corylus; and so 
every other letter of the Irish alphabet is called by the name of some particular tree of the natural growth of the 
country: for which reason the old Irish called their letters and writings eadha, t.e. trees; and so did the old Romans eall 
their literary «ompositions by the name of Sylyc, when they wrote on leaves of trees and tables of wood. The Danes also 
called their Runics by the name of Bogstave, for the same reason and in the same sense. Vid. Olaus Wormius de liter. 
Run., page 67. The Irish C or Coll is ranked by our grammarians among those consonants they call bog-chonsuineadha, 
soft consonants; though it isto be noted that this letter invariably preserves a strong sound wheyever it stands in its 
simple and unaspirated state, whether in the beginning, middle, or end of a word; so that, of its own nature, it always 
carries the force of the Greek Kappa,or the English A; but when it is aspirated by an h, subjoined to it, or a full 
point set over it, instead of the h, it then carries the soft, guttural, or whistling sound of the Greek Chi, or the Spanish X. 

Our Irish copyists have frequently substituted the letter G in the place of C; which substitution is indeed the more nat ural, 
as they both may be regarded as letters of the same organ; and yet this exchange was not always free from abuse, as it 
sometimes carried away the Ivish words from their affinity with other languages, especially the Latin. Thus for Cabhar, 
Lat. Capra, a goat, they wrote Gabhar; for Camul, Lat. Camelus, a camel, and, metaphorically, a simpleton, they wrote 
Gamul; for Deic or Déac, Lat. Decem, they wrote Déag ; for com or co, Lat. cum or co, they write won or go; for con a 
mbraithribh, Lat. cum fratribus, they write gon a mbraithribh ; for co ngallaabh, te. con gallawh, Lat. cum Galiis, they write 99 
n’gallaibh, etc. And, vice versa, our grammarians have as frequently substituted C in the place of G, esteeming these two

letters naturally commutable with each other, like D and T, as indeed they always were in most of the ancient languages. 
But it is particularly to be observed, that, although the letters C and G usurp each other’s places, yet in the Trish language 
they never exchange sound or power, each invariably preserving its own natural power and pronunciation, wherever it 
appears; for C is always a Kappa or K; and G is as constantly a strong unguttural Gamma, excepting the case of their 
being aspirated by the immediate subjoining of anh. This property seems peculiar to the Irish or Celtic amongst the old 
languages; since we see in the oldest draught of the Hebrew and Greek letters, that the Gmel of the former and the Gamma 
of the latter are marked down, as having the foree and pronunciation of either G or C indifferently; which is likewise the 
ease in the Armenian, Athiopian, and Coptic alphabets, as appears by the tables of Doctors Bernard and Morton. Thus 
likewise do all the other letters of the Irish alphabet constantly preserve their respective force and power, without usurping 
one another’s pronunciation or function, as it happens in other languages, in which C often usurps that of S, as in the Latin 
word Cicero, as does likewise T when immediately followed by the vowel i, and then by another vowel, asin the words 
Titius, Mauritius, usurpatio, etc. So that, if Lucian had to deal only with the Irish alphabet, we would have had no room 
for the humorous quarrel and lawsuit he raised between the consonants of his alphabet for encroaching on one another, as 
those of most other alphabets frequently do, by usurping one another’s function of sound and pronunciation. And this 
circumstance regarding the Irish language is the more remarkable, as its whole and primitive stock of letters is but 
sixteen in number, the same as that of the first Roman or Latin alphabet, brought by Evanderthe Arcadian, which was the 
original Cadmean or Pheenician set of letters communicated to the Greeks. And yet, our sixteen letters of the primitive Irish 
alphabet were sufficient for all the essential purposes of language, every one preserving its own sound or power, withoutusurping 
that of any other letter. As to the h, it is only an aspirate in the Irish language, and never entered as a natural element 
into the frame of any word; though, indeed, of late ages, it seems to have put on the appearance and function of a letter, 
when used as'a prefix to.a word that begins with a vowel, which happens only in words referred to females or the feminine 
gender; for in Irish we say aghaidh, his face; but as to the face of a woman, we must say, ah-adghardh, in which the h 
is a strong aspirate, and carries such a force as it does in the Latin, heri, hodie; the Greek, hagios, Heracleos, the French, 
hero, the English hast, etc. And as to the P, we shall, in our remarks on that letter, allege some reasons which may seem 
to evince that it did not originally belong to the Irish alphabet. os 

One remark more remains.to be made on the letter C, which relates to the aspirate or guttural sound (the same as in the 
Greek chi) it is susceptible of at the beginning of a word;.a remark which is equally applicable to the letter B, and partly 
to other consonants of the Irish alphabet. In. all-the nominal words or nouns substantive, of whatever gender, beginning 
with C,.and bearing a possessive reference to persons or things of the masculine gender, the letter C is aspirated; but not 
so when they are referred to the feminine. Ex. a cheann (masc.) his head; a chos, his foot; a ceann (fem.), her head; 
a cos, her foot. So likewise in B, a bhuachail (mase.), his servant man; a bhean-scldbha (fem.), his servant maid; 
a biiachail, her man servant; a bean scldbha, her woman servant. But when those words or any other nominals are taken 
absolutely, without reference to anything, those of the feminine gender alone are aspirated in their initial letter, whether 
Cor B. Ex. an chos, the foot; an bhean-sclabha, the woman servant; an buachail, the man servant. ‘So that this pre- 
fixing of the particle an before nouns substantive is one method of discovering their gender. But it does not hold good 
with regard to nouns beginning with D or T.

The Irish language is industriously censured by some critics for admitting a superfluous D or 
h in the latter end of several words; but these censurers should consider that this redundancy of the letter D was for- 
merly observed in the Latin, of which we have a remarkable instance left us in Fabr. Iss. Antiq. Expl. p. 427, Neve in 
publicod neve in prwatod nevextrad urbem de senatuos sententiad, ete. And we finda near coincidence of that fodundarc 
in the Hebrew language; for, as in the infinite mood of several Irish verbs, such as feallas, to deceive, Lat. fallen, 
dearcadh, to see, Gr. depxa, D and its aspirate dh are not pronounced; thus in the Hebrew raah, to see, leah, to toil or 
labour, etc., the final letter He, or h,is not pronounced, but, like the Irish Dh, becomes a mute or quiescent letter. 
Many other examples of redundancies, both of consonants and vowels, as also of barbarous forms of words in the old ei 
tongue, may be produced from Signor Fabretti’s collections of ancient Roman inscriptions and other writings; and this bar- 
barity of the Latin we may trace down to the time of the first Latin poets, such as Ennius and Nevius, nay even as far as 
I lautus, in whose time the Romans did not think themselves entitled to be excluded out of the number of the barbarian 
nations; since this poet not only calls Newvius Poeta barbarus, but also says of himself on occasion of his version of a 
piece of Greek into Latin, M. Atticus (for that was his name, Plautus being only a nickname) vertit barbaré. Whence it 
appears that Festus Pompeius was well founded in saying that anciently all nations, excepting the Greeks, were called 
barbarians. But the proud Greeks should in gratitude have excepted the Phoenicians, from whom they had received the 
knowledge of letters, and the Egyptians, to whom they owed their theology and mythology. And indeed the Latin may 
be justly looked upon as a mere barbarian language, when it was written in such a style as appears in the few following 
lines—Quom ea res consoleretur, iovsisent censwere Plous V. oinvorser homines viret, atque mulieres sacra nequisquam 
Secisse velet, neve inter wher virer Plous duobus, mulieribus Plous tribus adesse velent, nisi de P, R. Urbani, Senatuosque 
sententiad utei supra scriptum est Haice utei in conventionid ex deicatis ne minus trinum noundinum Senatuosque, etc., Faby. 
ibid., page 427. These two samples of the old Latin are enough to demonstrate that the language of the primitive 
Romans, much famed as they have been, was at least as much charged with redundant consonants at the end of words 
as the Irishis thought to be; and if those who censure it for such redundancies of consonants, did but look back and con- 
sider the kind of jargon their ancestors spoke and wrote about four or five hundred years since, and even at the end of 
Queen Elizabeth’s reign, they could not but acknowledge it to be a much more uncouth and rude language than the Irish. 
ever hath been. It is a well-known fact that the sons or grandsons of the chiefs and leaders of those English who adven- 
tured into Ireland on the expedition in favour of the King of Leinster, and made settlements there under the protection of 
that prince, became so disgusted with their own native language, that they utterly abandoned and forgot it, and spoke no 
other than the Irish; insomuch that the English government judged it necessary to order an act of parliament by which 
the English who settled in Ireland were strictly forbidden the use of the Irish language, under certain penalties. To all 
which I shall add that those censurers of the Irish language for a pretended redundancy of consonants, betray their 
want of knowledge concerning the true marks of perfection and antiquity of languages, of which marks the most essential 
is the preservation of radical letters, which are properly the consonants; and in this very point the learned Mr. Lhuyd 
gives the Irish the preference of perfection before all other dialects of the Celtic tongue, as may be seen in his Archeologia, 
page 23, col. 1. But it is, moreover, to be observed, that in reality there are no redundant or superfluous consonants in the 
_words of the Irish language, though there are some that are not properly radicals, originally belonging to the frame of the 
words they are found in. Of these non-radicals there are two sorts; the one consisting of consonants that are merely ad 
yentitious, of which there has been a good deal said in the remarks on the letter A ; I mean those consonants that are 


thrown in between two vowels belonging to two different syllables. But as those adventitious consonants have the sanc-

are not to be counted superfluous, especially as they are of particular use in easing the voice by preventing a disagreeable 
hiatus. Another kind of adventitious consonants is frequently found at the beginning of words, particularly when those 
words have a reference to persons or things, as in the words 4 n-001;\ne, their fists, Ap, n-0d6¢a7, our hope, 4 c-cinn, 
their heads, in which the consonants (n) and (g) are naturally foreign to the words they are prefixed to, though the nature 
of the language absolutely requires their being prefixed in such circumstances. But the other sort of consonants, which 
are not properly radicals, are yet neither adventitious nor foreign to the nature of the words, but do rather necessarily 
arise from the inflections of nouns and verbs, and therefore cannot be redundant. Nor do those non-radical consonants 
clog the language or render it disagrceable in its use; inasmuch as they are mollified, or rendered entirely mute or quies~ 
cent, by the aspirate (h), excepting only the consonant brought in as an initial, which is always pronounced; but then it 
eclipses the radical consonant to which it is prefixed, so that the word is pronounced as if that radical consonant had no 
existence, though all radical initials are religiously preserved in the writing, for the sake of preserving the original 
structure and propriety of the language ; a method which that candid and learned Welshman, Mr. Lhuyd, highly com- 


mends, and shows the abuses which the non-observance of it by the Welsh writers has occasioned in their language. See

REMARKS ON THE LETTER F. 
$e 


¢ is the sixth letter of the Irish alphabet, and is called by our grammarians Conroine Lag, or a weak consonant. By 
fixing a full point over it, or subjoining an 4, it loses all force in the pronunciation ; as’00n fheayi or 4 fhip\ is pronounced 
oon edt, or 414, to the man, O man. 4 féiLe, his generosity, is pronounced 4 é1Le, etc. It is called peapn, from fedyn, 
commonly fedjn6g, the elder tree. Lat. alnus. It is the same with the Hebrew vau, because the figure and sound.of 
both letters are very nearly the same. This letter agrees in many words with the Latin V consonant, as reap, a man, 
hence in the oblique and plur. ¢ip, Lat. vir; frop, true, Lat. verus; pion, wine, Lat. vinum; focal, a word, Lat. vocalis, 
feigitl, a vigil, Lat. vigilia. It often corresponds with the Gr. ® or ph, as 41, prononnced féig, a prophet; Gr. 
gnyoc; and Lat. vates; peaLl and fala, deceit, cheating; Gr. gavdoc; Lat. vilis. feass, a beech tree; Gr. pyyoc; 
Lat. fagus, etc. When a tittled or aspirated 6 is prefixed to f, it is pronounced like V consonant; as from faoa, 
long, 4 b-f4°0, is pronounced a vad; « bruaipe, is pronounced a vuaire. It is evident that the Greeks and Latins have 
also observed a close original affinity with regard to the letters f, b, v, and ph; as’ for v; Lat. base for vase, cibica for 
cwica; Ir. beays, a spit; Lat. veru; and again, v for 6, as aveo for abeo, vobem for bovem; Ir. bo ; vestias for bestias ; 
and sometimes 6 for f, as bruges for fruges, as Cicero relates, and Ir. bun, the bottom of anything; Gr. Bev@oc, and Lat. 
fundum ; Ir. berm, a terrible sound, Gr. Boeuw, Lat. fremo, to sound or rattle; and again, fis used for }, as sifilare for 
sibilare, which the French call siffler, afvolis for ab vobis. Hence, we commonly say suffero for subfero, etc. We find 
that B was anciently used among the Greeks for ph, and Plutarch tells us that the Macedonians always said Bidurzoy for 
gAurroy; and Festus says that they used adBov for adgov; Lat. album. Note, that in words beginning with the letter 
J, it is quite eclipsed, and of no force in the pronunciation, when it happens by the course of speech that d, t, m, or bh 
is prefixed to “it. Ex. o’pedil, of flesh, o’peap, or to a man, are pronounced dedil, dear, etc. T-feay, thy husband, 
credit, thy flesh, are pronounced tear, teoil ; m’feay, m’fedrl, are pronounced mear, medil, etc. Ap b’rip, Our men, Aq 
b’feapan, our land, our ground, are pronounced as if written dr bhir, or ar vir; ar bhearam or ar vearan. So that 
the initial fis quite eclipsed, and taken no notice of in the pronunciation, though it always stands in the writing, for 
preserving the radical frame of the word.

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REMARKS ON THE LETTER G. 


3 is the seventh letter of the Irish alphabet, and is ranked by our grammarians in the number of heavy consonants, called 
by the Irish coinfoineada cyoma, but when it is aspirated or marked with an / subjoined to it, is counted one of the 
light consonants, called conpoinead4 évotpoms. In this aspirated state, g, being the initial letter of a word, is pro- 
nounced like y in the English words York, young, ete., or like the Spanish 2 consonant in the word Jesus, Joseph; but 
g, aspirated by a subjoined h, in the middle or end of a word, is rendered quite quiescent, or suppressed in the pronunciation. 

Taus the words tigeayna, a lord, and ys, a king, are pronounced tierna and rt. But g, in its unaspirated and natural state, 
has always the same'strong power with the Greek I. The very figure of the letter g, in some of our old parchments, is 
not essentially dissimilar to some of the cuts of the old Abrahamic and Pheenician gimel, in the first alphabet or middle 
column of Dr. Bernard's table of old alphabets, published by Dr. Moreton. The Hebrews call this letter gime/, as we are 
assured by grammarians, from its crooked figure, bearing some resemblance to a camel, which in Hebrew is called gamel 
or gamal; and to observe it, by the by, samal, as well as camal, is the Irish for a camel. In the Cadmean and Ionic 
alphabets, to be seen in the eighth column of Dr. Bernard’s table, this letter g is called gamla, which is but a very varied 
writing of the Hebrew gime/ or gamel, or the Syrian gomal, as the Taja of the less ancient Greeks is likewise but a 
different utterance of the Ionic word yapXa. 

It has been observed in the remarks on letter c, that it is naturally commutable with g, both letters being of the same organ 
and nearly of the same power; and hence in our old parchments, they are written indifferently for each other, of which 
practice some examples have been cited. Icannot, however, but be of opinion that this indifference should be limited, and 
that the general and unlimited use of it should naturally be deemed abusive; for the most ancient alphabets of the 
Hebrews, Phenicians, Syrians, and Greeks, have the gimel and caph, or the Tappa and cama, as two distinct letters of 
different powers or functions, and consequently those letters are to be regarded as two different radicals of words, in the 
original elementary formation of all dictions. ‘The same indifference, or interchangeable use of the letters g and ¢, in the Latin 
tongue, and the latter being generally substituted in the place of the former, appears from ancient Roman inscriptions, 
and most particularly from that of the columna Rostrata, erected in honour of Duillius the Consul, whereupon were 
engraved the words macistratos, leciones, pucnando, Carthacinenses, instead of magistratos, legiones, pugnando, 
Carthaginenses. From the manner of this inscription, some writers have concluded, that the letter g was not in the 
Roman alphabet, nor used in the Latin tongue till after the first Punic war; and Plutarch informs us, it was brought in by 
Sp. Carvilius, wherefore Diomedes calls it nova consona. But there is this other foundation for judging, that the Latins 
had the Tappa, or g, from the beginning, as a quite different letter from the karma; viz.: that inasmuch as they received 
their alphabets from the Greek, who had theirs from the Phoenicians; and as the Pheenician alphabet had always the gimel 
or g different from the caph or c; both which different letters were also from the beginning in the old Ionic alphabets, as 
appears by Dr. Bernard’s eighth alphabet, column ninth of his table, it follows that the Latins had also from the begin- 
ning both these letters with different power of functions. 

Nor do I believe it will ever appear, that the old Romans wrote cenus, ceneratio, caudium, for genus, generatio, gaudium, 
and other such words, which I cannot but think were always written with a Tappa or g, different from c. The primitive 
Latin alphabet, as well’ as the old Ionic, contained the letter &, or eaw7a, which served for ac as well as for a &, in the 
same manner as the Ionic yapAa served fora g andac. But as the letter £ was not agreeable to the genius of the Latin 
tongue, to serve instead of which the Latins changed the yappa into c, and then made a separate letter of the yaypa 
or g, which they removed into the seventh place, with a figure or shape not much different from their c, which remained 
in the place of the primitive Taya. This change of place was doubtless what gave occasion to Diomedes to call the g 
anew consonant. The bare inspection of the old Latin alphabet, derived from the Ionic, as it was used by the Romans 
about 714 years before Christ, to be seen in Dr. Morton's edition, column seventeen, will be sufficient to justify what hath 
now been advanced. In the meantime we should not have forgot to observe, that the name of the letter g, in-the Ivish, is 
Sonc, which signifies the ivy tree, vulgarly called evonean, Lat. hedera. Our grammarians commonly use ¢ ¢, or double c, 
instead of g, especially when the radical word begins with ¢, as 4 ccoys, their feet; 4 ccinn, their heads; which are pro- 
nounced a gosa, a ginn. But the most correct manner of writing these and the like words is 4 §-cora, 4 5-cinn, etc.

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REMARKS ON THE LETTERS H AND I. 


h is not admitted as a letter in the Irish alphabet, nor otherwise employed in the Irish language than as a mere aspirate, in 
the same manner asin the Greek. The Greeks anciently used h as a letter, and not merely as an aspirate. It was one of the 
characters of their most ancient alphabets, and it is well known they wrote O¢o¢ with the different letters Qera and "Hera, 
instead of Oco¢ written with the single letter era. In the Irish language, / is prefixed as a strong aspirate before words be- 
ginning with a vowel, and having reference to objects of the female sex, as 4 h-aga10, her face; 4 h-oy,, her gold ; and secondly, 
when such words are preceded by the Irish prepositions Le, je, with or by, which take place not only in ordinary words, 
as Léh-6p, asap Lé h-aipgion, with gold and silver, but also in the names of countries, principalities and particular clans, 
as Le h-Orpuightb, Le h-t1L49, with or by the people of Ossory, with Ulidia. Itis now called Wat, from Ut the white- 
thorn tree. 


1 is the eighth letter of the Irish alphabet, and the third of the five vowels, of the denomination of caol or small vowels. It 
is called 1004 from 1004, vulgo 1ubap, the yew tree, Lat. taxus, and is not unlike the Hebrew Jod, and Gr. Iora, as to its 
appellative. The Irish language admits of no 7 consonant, no more than the Greek, and it seems to appear by the following 
examples that the Latins didnot use it as a distinct character, for they wrote, as Priscian tells us, pewus for pejus, and eitus 
for ejus, etc. In our old manuscripts, e and 7 were written indifferently one for another, as has been observed in the remarks 
upon e. It is the prepositive vowel of those diphthongs and triphthongs which are called na cig 1¢1ne, or the five iph- 
thongs, from 11n, the gooseberry bush, Lat. grossularia, viz., 1a, tai, iu, ut, and 10, of which we find iu used among the

M. 


M is the tenth letter of the Irish alphabet, and is counted among the strong consonants, called conroineada teanna, and 
then has the force of v consonant; as, 4 thdcaip, his mother; 4 thd1goesn, his virgin, are pronounced 4 Vétarp, 4 Vdrg- 


toion. It is called Muin, from Mu1n, the vine, Lat. vitis.

It is often prefixed by an apostrophe (which cuts off the vowels annexed to 


it) to the beginning of nouns, whether they begin with vowels or consonants, and then signifies my or mine; m’anam, my 
soul, z.e.mé anam; m’éoLuy, my skill, ze. m6 edlur m'feap, my husband, i.e. m6 fea, etc.; wherefore it may be well 
called a prepositive pronoun. It is also added to verbs in the present tense, first person; as, Lé1gim, I read, z.e. Lérg mé; 
minaim, I teach, z.e. mfinad mé; Lat. mones, ete.; and in this latter sense it may not be improperly called a subjunctive 


pronoun. 


We think it well worth observing here, that our language bears a perfect resemblance, in the disposition of its pronouns, to the 
manner of ordering them in the Hebrew; for the latter divide them into classes, which they respectively called prefixa 
and suffica, or prepositive and subjunctive pronouns. The prepositive are set before words, and the subjunctive are written 
in the end of words; both equally determine the person. 4M, when aspirated, is often confounded by our copyists with b 
aspirated, because they both sound like v consonant, as the Irish of a river is written athan, and more frequently, but 
abusively, aban; and also in’ the words uathan and uaban, fear, horror—in these and the like doubts, we should always 


have recourse to other languages, in which we may find the radical letter. 


Thus, when we consider, that amnis in the 


Latin is the appellative of a river, and that $d(og, in Greek, is the appellative of fear, we may safely conclude that m is - 
the radical letter in the former, and 0 in the latter; and, consequently, that the one should be properly written athan, and 


not 464n; and the other uaban, and not uathan. 


The like doubt often arises in the middle of certain words, in which d 


and g are indifferently written, as, for the Irish of a face or complexion, we commonly write A241

REMARKS ON THE LETTER N. 


% is tho eleventh letter of the Irish alphabet, is never aspirated, and is ranked by our _grammarians among the light conso= 
nants, called conromnesds évocpoms When it is aac to g in the beginning of a word, it is ranked among the 
robust, called conroineada cteannd, and then both letters are called Ngeacal, or Maral, from Naval, a reed, Lat., 
arundo. It is called nuin, from Nuin, the ash tree, Lat., fraxinus. In Hebrew it is called Nun, from the sound; it is 
often doubled, and then sounds strong, as ceann, a head, Lann, a sword, teann, strong; but a double n is rarely written 
in Irish, a little stroke being set over the letter instead of it, thus (-). We find this manner was familiar to the Latins in 
ancient times, and by the ignorance of some copyists and engravers, has made many words dubious; | for they often omitted 
n when they should always write it, as Clemett for Clement ; Cojux for Conjux. The Greeks, in like manner, omitted y 
in some words; for they wrote ’Opreswoc, for Hortensius, and Ta\da NapBoveota, Asydoveoia, and "Ioravia Tappaxo~ 
veota, for Gallia Narbonensis, Dagdininste and Taraconensis; and the Latins did sometimes insert it where it had no 
right to stand, as in conjunx for conjux ; totiens for toties ; and quotiens for quoties. Because these writers and engravers 
did not understand the little bars or strokes set over some vowels to denote a long pronunciation, instead of which they 
wrote n or m; and again, when these bars had been intended to signify n or m, they ignorantly took them for the sign of 
along syllable. And indeed these mistakes are not unusual among our Irish copyists, nor can a language, whose histories 
and writings depend on manuscripts, be free from the like errors. It is to be noted, that as this letter receives no aspirate, 
so it is never eclipsed by prefixing any other letter to it in the beginning of words. It is likewise to be observed, that the 
letter n at the beginning of words, which are referred either to objects of the feminine gender, or to persons or things of the 
plural number, is pronounced double, and very nearly with the same sound as gn in the French Seigneur, or n in the 
Spanish word Sennor. This double pronunciation in like circumstances is common to the three consonants 4, n, 7, as hath 
been already observed of the 1, and shall be in like manner of ®. Thus, for example, in the word neayic, when we 
say 4 nearic, meaning the strength of a woman, the initial letter n is pronounced double, as it is in the same 4 neaqic, when 
it means their strength, and so in all other words beginning with n, as a radical letter.

ON THE LETTER O. 


O is the twelfth letter of the Irish alphabet, and the fourth vowel ; it is of the denomination of Leatan, or broad vowels; 
and is therefore used indifferently with a or u in old Irish manuscripts, and in some words by the moderns: as vedy\

We find that the Greeks, especially the Dorians, did change their a into 0; as 


Tpojia, for rpadpa, a wound; odaé, for avdaég, a furrow. The Latins anciently wrote coda for cauda ; plostrum for plaus- 


trum; lotus for lautus, etc. 


In the Latin we also find a written for o: as, from creo is formed creavi and creatum; and u 


has been sometimes taken for 0: as funtes, for fontes; frundes for frondes; fretu for freto ; A cherunte for Acheronte, etc., 
in Lucretius. Pliny says that some states of Italy, particularly the Umbrians and Tuscans, did not at all use 0, but always 


wrote wu instead of it.

This letter is sometimes short and sometimes long, and in this corresponds with the Greek Queya 
It is the prepositive vowel of the diphthong oip, so called from oip, the spindle tree; vulyo, pedyur, Lat., 


euonymus; and we find this diphthong in the Hebrew: as, Heb., Gov, Lat., gens; as also among the Greeks: as, kothoy, 


cotvn, Lat. calum, cena.

REMARKS ON THE LETTER P. 


Pp is the thirteenth letter of the Irish alphabet,and ranked among the hard consonants, called in Irish conroineada cpuada 
It bears an aspirate, and then pronounces exactly like the Greek @c, and is numbered among the rough consonants, called 
conromesd4 54pba. This letter is called in Irish pert bog. Our grammarians do not inform us from what tree it 
borrows this appellation, and O’Flaherty is equally silent concerning it. But it seems quite obvious that it can mean 
nothing else than be1t-bog, or 6 soft—that is to say, p is only a soft or mollifying way of expressing b; and the reason of 
it is, because originally they were the same letter, and p was not used in the Irish language before our knowledge of the 
Latin, in the time of Saint Patrick. In our old parchments we find these two letters taken indifferently one for another; 
as pyiticaé, a boor or rustic, for byicaé; Lat., brutum; péryc, or prarc, any beast, for bétpc; Lat., bestia; 061p, to 
them, for 0616 ; 717, you, for 716, etc. And in like manner, 6 is very often set before any word beginning with p, in 
which case p is not pronounced, although it seems to be a primary letter ; as 4 b-714n, their pain ; Lat., pana; 4 b-pyracail, 
theirdianger; Lat., periculum; .b-peacad, their sin; Lat., peccatum; pronounced 4 bian, 4 byracal, a beacad, etc. 
By which we may plainly see how just is the remark of Mr. Lhuyd, in his Comparative Etymology, title 1, page 21, col. 1: 
“There are”, says he, “ scarce any words in the Ivish, besides what are borrowed from the Latin or some other language, 
that begin with p; insomuch, that in an ancient alphabetical vocabulary I have by me, that letter is omitted”. . Besides, 
we find in the old Norwegian alphabet, which is the ancient Runic alphabet, that there is no difference between the figure 
of the characters 6 and p. See Olaus Worm. lit. Run, p. 54. ‘The Greeks wrote them indifferently one for another; as G. 
Bare for rare; Lat., ambulare; Bucpoy for wucpov; Lat., acerbum. Hence it is, that in verbs, which terminate in Bw, 
they change it into pw, in the future tense; as, Gr. AeiBw, to leave, fut. enw, and not AeBow. And the Latins have 
followed their example; as seribo, to write, perf. scripst, and sup. scriptum, and not scribst, and scribtum. And it is by 
reason of this identity between 6 and p, that the Latins say, pasco, to feed, from Gr. Booxkw; pape, from Gr. BaBar; 
buxus, from Gr. rvéo¢; pedo, from Gr. Bdew ; puteus, from Gr. BvOoc, etc. And the Greeks, to observe it, by the by, 
have, in like manner, taken their Bupyoc, a tower or castle, from the Phoenicians, their first instructors in letters, in whose 
language it is Borg, which is plainly of the same root with our Irish word byég or byt, a strong or fortified place, also 
a lord’s court or castle; whence the French Bourg, the German Burgh, and English Borough, do in a larger sense signify 
a town; just as Castellum, properly a fortress, is often used by Cesar, in his commentaries, to signify a town or village ; 
and in the same manner, that the Gothic word Gard, properly a house or castle, doth sometimes mean a town, for 
Asgard and Asburg are the same. But to indicate the close mutual affinity of 6 and p, Quintilian assures us, that in pro- 
nouncing the word obtinutt, our ears rather perceive optinwit. In old inscriptions, apsens is written for absens, pleps for 
plebs, poplicus for publicus, etc.; and hence we familiarly say, suppono for subpono, oppono for obpono. The Dutch pro- 
nounce ponum vinum for bonum vinum. By what has been observed, we plainly see that 6 and p were originally the same 
letter, and that pe1t-bog can be nothing else than be1t-Bog, or 6 mollified. Mr, Lhuyd remarks in the above cited place, 
that a considerable number of those words whose initial letter is p in the British, begin the Irish with ¢, ex. puraid; 
wherefore, Ir., cprea’o, Wel., pryv, a worm; Ix, cyuith, Wel., prenn, a tree; Ir, cyann, Wel., pen, a head; Ir., ceann. We 
find the like affinity in many words between the Greek and Latin and the Irish language; as, In, Carrs and Cdrga, 
Easter; Greek, Idoya, Latin, pascha, and Chaldaice, pascha, which is derived from the Hebrew Pasach or Phase ; 
Lat., transitus, the Passover ; Iv., coy, the leg; Gr., zee, and Lat., pes; Iv., cluth, a feather ; Lat., pluma ; Gr., wrtAov 
and zrAvpa; Wel., pluv, etc. The same observation has been made by Vossius, with respect to the interrogative and 
relative of the Ionic dialect. ‘‘Iones”, says he, “in interrogativis, mutant p in ¢, ita cos dicunt pro pés, hocos pro hopos, 
pro poios, coios, pro pote, cote, ce pro pe”. Mr. Baxter (in Glossario Antique Britannie, p. 90) remarks, that the oldest 
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Brigantes, whom he esteems the first inhabitants of Britain, never used, in their language, the sound of the letter p, which 
was afterwards introduced by the Belgic Britons. If the old Brigantes were really of the first inhabitants of Britain, it 
would follow that they were a part of the Guidelian or Gaulish colony, who went over to Ireland, and whom Mr. Lhuyd 
evidently proves to have been the first inhabitants of all that part of Great Britain which now comprehends England and 
Wales. It hath been observed before that the Lingua Prisca, or the primitive Latin tongue, was chiefly formed upon the 
Celtic, and the truth of this assertion is abundantly confirmed throughout the whole course of this dictionary. This being 
premised as a fact, it follows that the subsequent Celtic, still preserved in the Irish, viz.: cluth, cu1Lre (corruptly cumple), 
copcup or cupcup, clan, c61b obuin, peéc, were respectively the originals upon which the Latin words pluma, pulsus, 
purpura, planta, copie (copiarum), opus, operis, septem, have been formed, as mere derivatives from their respective Celtic 
archetypes above written. This, indeed, plainly appears from their consisting of a greater number of syllables, Hence, 
I presume, it may rationally be conjectured, that the primitive Latin words in the Lingua Prisca, formed upon the above 
Celtic originals, were cluma, culsus, curcura, clanta, cobice, arum, obus, oberis, sectem. ‘This conjecture is the more rational 
as the primitive number of letters brought first into Greece by Cadmus, and afterwards to the aborigines of Italy, by 
Evander the Arcadian, consisted but of sixteen, as we are assured by Tacitus, Anal. II., and by Pliny, I. 7, ¢. 56, which 


could not be without excluding the letter p as well as the A, which latter makes but an aspirate in several languages.

REMARKS ON THE LETTER R. 


The letter ®, which is the fourteenth of the Irish alphabet, is not susceptible of many remarks, It is called Rwip by our 
grammarians, from the old Irish name of the tree, which in the vulgar Irish is called Tpom, or Ti\omdn, the elder tree; 
Lat., Sambucus; Gr. Axrh. This letter is one of the three consonants called conromneads ésotyoms, which do not 
admit of the aspirate h. In the remarks on the two others, which are UL and n, it has been observed that in words or 
nouns substantive, beginning with either of them, and referred to things or persons of the feminine gender, or to any things 
or persons in the plural number, those initials are pronounced double, though written singly. Thus, 4 Laét, her or their 
milk, is pronounced as if written 4 Llaéc; or like the words Lamar and Leno, in Spanish; and 4 neajic, her or their 
strength, is pronounced as if written 4 nneasit, or like gn in the French word Seigneur. Thus also in substantives 
beginning with p\, and referred to things or persons either of the feminine gender or of the plural number, the initial p is 
pronounced double, and with a strong utterance; as, 4 peumd, her or their rheum or phlegm, is pronounced as if written 
4 fipeuma, and very nearly as the aspirate p in the Greek word ‘Petvya. Another essential remark to be made on these 
three letters, L, n, 71, and which hath not as yet been made, is, that when they are initials of adjectives, they are never 
pronounced double, of whatever gender or number the things or persons those adjectives are referred to should happen to 
be. Lastly, it is to be remarked, that U, n, , are the only consonants of the Irish language which are written double, and 
this duplication frequently happens, both in the middle and end of words, but never in the beginning, though they are pro- 
nounced double, when initials, in the cases above explained.

REMARKS ON THE LETTER S&S. 


S is the fifteenth letter of the Irish alphabet, and isnot ranked by our grammarians in any particular order of the consonants, 
but is absolutely called sometimes o1my’0, or barren, and sometimes bainpiogan na c-conroinesdA, or the queen of the 
consonants; because in the composition of Irish verse it will admit of no other consonant to correspond with it; and our 
Irish prosodians are as nice and punctual in the observance of the uaim and cotnéyvots49, or union and correspondence, as 
the Greeks and Latins are in the collection of their dactyles and spondees. So that if an Irish poet should have trans- 
gressed against the established rule and acceptation of the consonants, he would be exposed to severe reprehension, We 
find in the Greek division of the consonants several classes, as mutes, liquids, ete., that the letter Zvyya,’or §, is styled, 
Sue potestatis litera, or an absolute and independent letter. In Irish it is called put, or part, from pail, the willow tree ; 
Lat., saliz. Itis to be noted that all Irish words beginning with the letter S, and which are of the feminine gender, must 
necessarily admit of an adventitious t before the initial 7, when the Irish particle an (which in signification answers to 
the English particle the) is prefixed to such words. In which case the c eclipses the 7, so that the word is pronounced as 
if it had not belonged to it, though f is always written to show it is the initial radical letter. Thus, the word yt, an eye 
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or the eye; ;p6n, a nose, or the nose, when the Irish particle an, signifying the in English, is prefixed to them, are neces- 
sarily to be written, an c-puil, an c-ppon, and pronounced, an carl, an cpén. But words beginning with y, which are 
of the masculine gender, admit of no adventitious letter as a prefix. Thus we say and write an plinnedn, a shoulder ; an 
yoluy, the light; and this, by the by, is one method to find out the gender of words beginning with y. It is also to be 
observed, that when r is aspirated by subjoining h to it, which cannot happen but when it is an initial letter, it becomes 
by this means quiescent; so that its sound is not distinguishable from that of ac, aspirated at the beginning of a word;

REMARKS 


T is the sixteenth letter of the Irish alphabet, and ranked among the hard consonants; conroineada cruada. 


ON THE LETTER T. 


It bears 


an aspirate, and then is numbered among the rough consonants, called conroineada say\ba, and pronounces like h, This 


letter is called ceine, from ceine, furze. 


The letter T is naturally commutable with 0, both being letters of the same 


organ; and accordingly, in our old MSS. we find them indifferently written, the one for the other, in the middle and end 


of words, but seldom or never as initials. 


In the remarks on the letter 5, and its being equally commutable with C, it has 


been observed, that the unlimited practice of indifferently substituting the one instead of the other, could not but be 
abusive in some respects. The same observation holds good with regard to T and 0; not only because they are two different 
letters, holding different places in all the alphabets, and consequently of different powers and functions in the radical and 
original formation of words, but also because such an unlimited indifference, in substituting those letters for each other in 
any particular language, cannot but be prejudicial to the affinity which the words of that language may radically bear with 


the words of the same meaning in other languages. 


It is to be remarked that the letter T is used as an adventitious prefix 


to all Irish words beginning with a vowel, which are of the masculine gender, and are preceded by the article An, which in 
English signifies the; ex, An t-anam, the soul; an t-é4n, the bird ; 4n t-10nsnA0d, the wonder; an c-d15feap, the young 
man; An c-udcoayjidn, the superior. It hath been observed in the remarks on the letter S, that words of the feminine 
gender beginning with S must necessarily admit the letter T as a prefix, when preceded by the article 4n, and then the 
initial S is eclipsed or suppressed in the pronunciation, asin the words an c-pLat, an c-pirl, an c-pp\On, efe., pronounced 


an clas, an cil, an cpdn. 


But this rule suffers one remarkable and curious exception, which is, that words beginning 


with the letter S, in which the initial S is immediately followed by either T or D, will not admit an adventitious T as a 
prefix; as in the words an pouipim, an porp, An poudtc, an fTEIs, at POAI0, An POAIT, etc. It is also to be noted of this

letter U, that when it is aspirated, or with a subjoined h, it isthen rendered quiescent, and suppressed in the pronunciation: 
as in the word  teanga, his tongue, which is pronounced 4 heanga. Another singularity occurring on this subject is, 
that nouns of the masculine gender beginning with S must receive the prefix c, when they are of the genitive case singular, 
preceded by the article an; ex. mullaé an c-rLérbe, the top of the mountain; béaLbaé an t-pain, the mouth-piece of 
the bridle; proth-c1aLl an c-peangdn, the forecast of the ant; sliocer an c-cionnaig, the cunning of the fox. But in 
the genitive plural, we say, muLLaig na pléibe, béalBaca na pyran, prorh-c1all Na peangan, etc.

REMARKS ON 


THE LETTER U. 


44 is now the seventeenth and last letter of the Irish alphabet, which originally consisted but of sixteen letters, vid. Remarks 
on the letter P. This letter is called by grammarians Up, which means the yew tree, otherwise written buy and bap. 
1 is one of the three broad or grave vowels, and was used indifferently for 4 or o, not only in the Irish language, but 
likewise in the Greek and Latin. Cassiodorus observes that the old Latins made no difference between u and o in their 
manner of writing or pronouncing, volt being frequently used for vult, colpa for culpa, preestu for presto, poblicum for 
publicum, and hoc for huc; as in Virgil’s Aineid, “ Hoc tunc ignipotens ceelo descendit ab alto . And for the Greek vvé, 
the Latins wrote nox, for Gr. MvAn, Lat. mola; also a for u, as Gr. eidcé, Lat. caliz; Gr. Midaw, Lat. madeo ; likewise u 
for a, as for the Greek ’ExdBy the Latins wrote Hecuba ; Gr. Kadapoc, Lat. culmus; and in the Latin we find the a in the 
word calco changed into w in its compound calculo. The Irish alphabet has no wu consonant, to which an aspired 6 or bh 
is equivalent in power and pronunciation, as likewise in the Greek, a single 6 or Byra serves for v, thus, for he Hebrew 
word David, the Greeks write Aa@id, as the Irish do 046i, vid. Remarks on the letters 0 and f. Inmany Me e pocieue

_ vowel of the three upthongs, wa, wat and wz, called na cyt h-wiLLeana, from wLUlean, the honey-suckle tree, os Beak 
lium. Scioppius and Carisius have remarked that a syllable may be formed either by one vowel, or by ae or by three, 
as in the word aquae, etc., but Quintilian will not allow three vowels can be united in one syllable, and Terentian joins 
him in the same opinion: syllabam, says he, non invenimus ex tribus. But a syllable of three vowels is ee ners = 
well as easy and natural, in the Irish language.

tute of words of such a frame: the eau, water, is an obvious. proof of it, amongst many others. 


J should rather join in 


opinion with the learned and judicious author of the treatise on the mechanical formation of languages, who reckons the 


vowels amongst the radical elements of all words. 


Their being commutable with each other should not deprive them of 


that privilege, no more than the consonants, many of which are equally interchangeable, and promiscuously used. Before 
we have done with the vowels it is fit to remark, that words beginning with a vowel, being of the masculine gender and of 
the nominative case singular, must have the letter T as a prefix, when preceded by 4n, as an. c-anam, an c-uabap, etc.

Nemeds] 
they had to uphold their publique teaching, 
and that the nobility of the Irish line, who 
would encourage and support their posterity, 
lost all their estates, so that the antiquaryes’ 
posterity were forced to follow husbandry, etc , 
to get their bread, for want of patrons to sup- 
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port them. ‘ Honos alit Artes'’”. H. 2; 16.

One of the antiquaries here mentioned by 
O’Rody, was doubtless the celebrated Duald 
Mac Firbis. 

Deana Seats, a celebrated gap in the moun- 
tain of Sliabh Caoin, lying on the borders of 
the counties of Limerick and Cork. The 
road from Kilmallock to Cork passes through 
this gap, which is situated one mile to the 
south of the parish church of Kilflin. This 
gap is well known to Irish Historians as the 
place where Mahon, the brother of Brian 
Boru, was murdered by his Eugenian rivals, 
in the year 976. This gap lies between the 
hills of Kileruaig and Red Chair, the former 
on its east, and the latter on its west side.

The summit of this hill commands an ex- 
tensive view of the country, of the twelve 
mountains of Evlinné to the north, of the 
Galties, which lie at no great distance to the 
south-east of Sliabh Riach, anciently Sliabh 
Caoin, which lies to the south, and of a beau- 
tiful and fertile country in every direction.

Lower.

On no pest, now Dunnaskeagh, a townland 
in the parish of Rathlynin, in the barony of 
Clanwilliam, county of Tipperary, where 
Carthach, the ancestor of the M‘Carthys, re- 
sided in 1043. M(‘Carthy’s seat was on the 
top of a round hill in this townland; and 
about half-a-mile to the north of the hill 
there was a stone castle, which is now nearly 
destroyed. See Mour Masters, 1043. 

’Otn ci lias, now Duntryleague, about three 
miles to the north-west of the village of Gal- 
bally, and nine miles to the east of Kilmal- 
lock. It is in the parish of Galbally, and 
barony of Coshlea. A fort was erected here, 
according to Keating, by the famous emperor 
of the Scots, Brian Boru; but I could find 
but very small traces of it in the summer of 
1840. It was situated near the modern church 
of Duntryleague. There is a very remark- 
able cromlech on the hill to the east of this 
church. See Hour Masters, at the year 1054. 

Oun U4 Fsolain, a fort on the bank of the river 
Suir, to the west of Imp Leathnaéca, about 
one mile to the west of the town of Clonmel, 
in the barony of Iffa and Offa West. This 
fort was in existence in Keating’s time, but it 
13 now entirely levelled. See Keating in the 
reign of Cormac MacArt, and 1my Leath- 
nacca, infra. 


There is a very remarkable fort called Rot 
tila, in the parish of Kilruane, in the 
south end of the barony of Lower Ormond, 
county of Tipperary. This fort is of very 
large dimensions, and has three circular de- 
fensive embankments, and two deep trenches. 
Near it isa circular castle which goes by the 
same name. It is four-and-a-half miles west 
of the village of Toomavara, or Tuaim Ui 
theadpa. This fort has the ruins of a small 
ancient church within it.

Sliab Caoin the ancient name of Slieve Riach 
or Suidhe Finn mountain, in the barony of 
Coshlea and county of Limerick, in which 
mountain the celebrated pass called Bearna 
Dhearg is situated. A part of this mountain 
was called Ceann Abpac, q. v.; vide quoque 
Stléibce G:btinni. 
Sliab Comaitc, now Stiab Coimestca, or 
Keeper Hill, in the parish of Kalloseully, 
barony of Owney, and county of Tipperary.

I viewed these mountains from Cnoc dine on 
the 5th August, 1840, and found this descrip- 
tion remarkably correct. On the maps by 
Speed and others in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, they are called the twelve great 
hills of Phelemghe Modwena. In the Book 
of Glendalough, fol. 105 a, 6, the whole 
range is called Slisb n-eblinm mgm 
Shusipe. These twelve mountains of Sleibhte 
Ejibhlinne extend from within eight miles of 
Limerick, in the direction of Nenagh and 
Cashel; the nearest of them to Limerick is 
called Sean Dn ; the nearest to Nenagh is 
called Céim Uymiithain; and the nearest to 
Cashel, Day na Scuac, or Dundrum; it is 
four miles to the west of Cashel. 
Slieve Elva, a mountain in the 
parish of Killonaghan, barony of Burren, and 
county of Clare. It is mentioned in the Life 
of Senanus, and in the Caithreim Thoirdheal- 


bhaiy. The highest point of this mountain, 
which is in the townland of Fanaroosk, is 
1,133 feet above the level of the sea. On the 
top of this mountain is a small lough called 
Loe e@itbe, Elva’s lake or pool. A small 
stream flowing through the townland of Kil- 
moon, and called Absainn Catlicin, divides 
Shabh Eilbhe and Blake’s mountain. There 
is also a large holein thetownland of Cocleabeg, 
parish of Kilmoon, and at the foot of this 
mountain, called Poll erLbe. 


Stab 5-cpoc, a mountain in the south of the 


barony of Clanwilliam, in the county of Tip- 
perary, at the foot of which the old church of 
Kilpeacon, in the parish of Kalaldriff, is 
described by Keating as being situated. It 
is one of the Galtee range, and is now gene- 
rally called Sliab 5-cpoo or binn 5-cpo.
